The second impression which the searon of 
spring is fitted to make apon us, isthe love of 
nature and homanity. he ordinary scenes of 
life have a tendency to haut our bevevoievoe, 
and tv confine our mterest in Bature to the few 
that surround us. The sprig yearly returns, 
as it were, to dissolve this ineensibility, and to 
expand oar affections to a greater circle.— 
We are then the witnesses of the benevolence 
of God,—the Father of nature seems to come 
from the dark clouds that surround bis throne, 
to bestow life aud happiness over the universe 
of nature. “Hope neeth in the heart of man,’ 
and every animated bemg pours forth its song 
of joy. Is it possible we can cont: mplate this 
scene, without feel mr our own benevolence 
ex. ited? without being reminded anew of the 
ties which relate usto all the family of God; 
and without blending .with the love of Him 
‘who alene is good,” the love alo of every 
thing that He hath made? 

The last impression which this season is fit- 
ted to make upon us,is that of the love of in- 
dustry. It isthe time when the great Inbour 
of nature it carrying on; when the breath of 
the Almighty is operating upon the earth and 
npon the deep, “and making all things work 
tovether for good.” How simple, but how sol- 
em isthe call which this scene makes upon 
man! We also, my brethren, are parte of the 
system of God: to usall, some share is delega- 
ted in the administration of the universe,— 
some power of contributing to the happiness of 
the world which he hath made. How lappy 
for us would it be, if we enflered Nature to 
teach us those aarepreaching lestons; if every 
spring. as it returmed, awakened us to new zeal 
in the service of God, and kindled the voblest 
ardour of religion, that of being f-llow-work- 
ers with hun in the good of humanity! 

I have thus preseuted to you, my brethren, 
some of the reflections which seem most natu- 
rally to arise at this season, end inte’ out 
some of the uses to which they way be applied. 
If they are not the direct exhortations of reli- 
zion, they are not perhaps lessimportant. To 
contempl ite nature with the eye of picty,—to 
associate the image of God with every thing 
that is great or beaut: ful mm hie works,—to see 
every different scene nround us, as only vary- 
ing testimonies of his love,—ond to feel those 
analogies which wnite the system of Nature 
with that of Revelation,—a«re acquisitions 
which every wise man would wish to make, 
and which no man can make, witbout becom- 
ing happier and better. 

May this, my brethren, be the case with us 
all! May the mighty scene which we are now 
permitted Lo see, exalt oor minds to lecitioate 
conceptions of that God who inhabiteth eter- 
nity, and yet humbleth himself to behold the 
things that are upon earth. And while Hea- 
ven is pouring forth its bounty, am! Nature 
| rejorcing aroun! us, may we lift our hands in 
humble alteration to the Parent of Existence, 
| and feel, with the grateful transport «f Job!
